The following is tha portion of the 
{teport of yasterday’s meoling of Council 
which we summarised for last. night's 
jaste :— 


DEATH-BED MARRUAGEB, 

| ‘Lhe Acting Attoracy-Goneral—T rise to 
move the secoud rending of » bill ontitled 
jon Ordiuunee to amend tho Marriage 
; Ordinance, 1876. Et will be within the 
* recollection of the Cauavil that when this 
, Bill was before the Counoil on its first 
: reading I buiefly explained its~objects ami 
renson:. I then stated that the chief 
obj of the Bill was to offer reli-f to 
certain scruples of the Roman Catholic 


Charch in Hongkong. As a mxtter of 
_ fact, however, the Bill is general in its 
form and any Christian Church can make 
, uso of its provisions. On this occasion I 
; will very shortly refer to the actual 
| provisions of the Bill itself and tho condi- 
tion ander which a deathbod marriage is 
| allowed to take place. In section 2, which 
sanctions marriage between people who 
have lived together in unlawful connection, 
; I propeso when’ we go into Committee to 
* make eome alight alteration under which it 
‘ will be laid down that these murriages are 
.oniy to take place undor certain dofinite 
,conditions. The first is that the parties 
are to be ablo to signify their consent to 
the marriage, and to do soin the presence of 
two withnosses, Thon with regard to 
ruinors sueh marrisge is not to tako place, 
exeapt one is a widow or a widower, 
unless the necessary conseat, of those wha 
stand in loco parentis ia obtained. Then 
Do marriage shall be valid which, on tha 
ground of kindred or aflinily, would be 
invalid in England, Tho Bill as originally 
Grafted, E may remark, provided that a 
rourriage so solemnised should bé spocially 
registered in a achedulo appended to tha 
Ordinance. That seems, however, to be 
incomplete becanse if it isto ba registersd 
some netico must be given tothe Registrar 
becuuse it is hie function to register the 
marriage. Therefore when wa reach the

‘Lo the practice of medicine 
there weoims to be no objaction, bat ‘to 
practiga surgery’ seama to be rathor a 
curious stutomont, as there is no such 
thing geally among the Chinese ag surgery, 
sud WHat we propose to audstitute is this: 
‘This Ordinance shall not bs decmed to 
prohibit Chinoso prastitionura from prastis- 
ing medicine or treating surgical cases 
aceorting to ‘Chinase methods or from 
demanding or recovering reasonable 
charges for services rendered by them in 
respect of such practice.” We now come 
ta tha more important provisions of the 
Bill. Theso really deal with two classes 
of persone, colonial and foreign practition- 
ers, In tho law as it stands at present 
applicaute for registration from other 
colovies have simply to prove their regis- 
tration, aud by -producing euch proof to 
the eutisfaction of the Colonial Seeretary 
they Lecome entitled to registration in this 
solony, Applicants under the 13th sec- 
tion, I vhink it was, then holding 
diplomes from any University or Col- 
lege, had to prove to the satis. 
faction of the Medical Board the graatiog 
of the diploma and that it was granted 
aftor a course of sludy equivalent to the 
minimum ores required in England, 
Tho prerent Bill makes this alteration. 
Instead of the matter being referred to the 
Colonial -Sscratary ag regarde colonial 
diplomas, it was thought it would bo more 
dusirable that the qualifications of applic- 
ants should oome before the Madical 
Bonrd, and in all cases where the practi- 
tiouers who wish to bo registered como 
from the colovies, ot hold foraign diplomas, 
they must prove that they are of good 
obaracter and have paseed through a course 
of study eqaitalentto the minimam requir- 
ed iu England. It is, I think, quito 
obyions that persons who come here from 
foreign sountrics and othor colonies should 
produce some certificate or soma evidence 
of their churacter,- We do noi know whom 
we might got here otherwise. And it 
would certainty be detrimental to any per- 
son who should come under his oure if 
the practitioner bad a bad character or 
was given to hubits of intemperance. You 
will also notico that in sub-clause 0) the 
Hougkong College of Medicine for Chinese 
in the colony ie specially mentioned, 


‘| There was-some question ag to whether 


they came under the dofinition of ‘ College, 
University, or other body? and it was 
thought desirnble that they should be spe 
cially named in thesection. At-the present 
moment, I- ath sorry to say, the ezamina- 


tion through which they go thare ia not 
equivalent to the minimam course required 
in England, and therefora for the present, 
they cannot be registered under the 
Ordinance, but I hope hereafter that their 
qualifientions may be go far improved aa to 
admit them to be registered as medical 
practitioners. It was suggested that we 
might posaibly register tha. intermediate 
classes; registering those students who 
have passed throagh examinations as in- 
termediate classes, but alter very congider- 
able thought and care. the conclusion was 
come to that it would ba undasirable to 
to have a sort of mex who wera not really 
doctors, who were not really licensed undor 
the hone 4 ets or under the local Ordinan- 
ces snd wore not fully qualified to deal 
with nropeaus and all olngses of the 
people. The idea waa. that they might 
possibly bo ullowed to practise and doal 
with the Chinese. ‘The remaining emend- 
meuls proposed aro necessitated really by 
two clauecs which are introduced in sub-
